1948 Olympic Games 

EQUESTRIAN EVENTS 
Aldershot and Wembley 

The Equestrian Events of the Olympic Games 
will be held from 9th-14th August, 1948. 

The British Horse Society is responsible for 
the organization of these events for the Olym¬ 
piad Committee, as the. official representatives 
of the Federation Equestre Internationale in this 
country. 

TAe Equestrian Events consists of Three 
Events: Dressage, Three Days’ Event, Jumping 
(Prix des Nations). 

Each Nation has the right to enter and start 
three riders in each event without substitutes. 
Each rider can enter two horses for each event, 
but only one horse may be ridden by him in any 
given event. 

There are team and individual prizes. Under 
International rules no women are allowed to 
participate in Equestrian Events of the Olympic 
Games, and no professionals can compete. 

The Individual Dressage Competition takes 
place in the Central Command Ground, Aider- 
shot, on Monday and Tuesday, August 9th and 
10th. 

The Three Days’ Event takes place at Aider- 
shot with Dressage on Tuesday afternoon, 
August 10th and Wednesday 11th. The Cross¬ 
country and Steeplechase course on the Thurs¬ 
day, August 12th, and the Jumping for the event 
in the Central Command Ground on the Friday, 
August 13th. 

The Prix des Nations (Equestrian Jumping 
Competition) is being held at the Empire Sta¬ 
dium, Wembley, on Saturday, August I4th in 
the afternoon. 

The Dressage Competition. —This is an indi¬ 
vidual and team dressage test, set by the F.E.I. 
eighteen months before the Games. It is a test of 
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an advanced degree, and it puts to test the per¬ 
fect lightness of the horse, characterized by the 
complete absence of resistance. 

The Three Days’ Event .—The first part of this 
competition consists of a dressage test which is 
fairly simple and carried out in 12 minutes. It is 
executed entirely from memory, and is designed 
to prove the suppleness of the horse, and its 
obedience to the aids of the rider. 

The Endurance Test on the second day covers 
a distance of 33V^ kilometers which must be 
completed without a break in two hours. First 
3M miles on roads and tracks, then 2V4 miles 
steeplechase, then 9?4 miles on roads and tracks, 
then 5 miles cross country over fences and finally 
5 furlongs on the track. 

The fourth section entails about 35 obstacles 
of every conceivable description, and the 
steeplechase section will probably be held on the 
Racecourse at Tweseldown and the remainder of 
the course out in the surrounding countryside. 

The third part of this competition is a jump¬ 
ing competition at the Command Headquarters, 
and is designed to demonstrate that on a day 
after a tremendous effort the horse retains its 
suppleness and energy. 

The Grand Prix des Nations (Jumping Com¬ 
petition ).—This is for teams of three from each 
nation, and approximately 23 nations are expect¬ 
ed to enter. There will be between 16 and 20 
jumps over a minimum of 12 obstacles. The 
jumps vary in height between 4 ft. 3 inches and 
5 ft. 3 inches and the water jump will be ap¬ 
proximately 13 ft. 1 inch with a hurdle fronting 
it, giving a maximum width of five metres 
(approx. 16 ft. 4.85 inches). Points are lost for 
exceeding a time limit of 400 metres 
(approx. 427 yards) a minute in addition to the 
usual penalties for falls, refusals and faults.

The Racing Scene: Spring Decline

Maryland’s spring racing season is over and 
by no stretch of the imagination could it be 
called a howling success. Attendance was lower, 
mutuel betting was lower and many of our 
traditional stakes failed to draw as liberal a re¬ 
sponse as in past seasons. And yet despite this 
rather dismal report on proceedings, things 
aren’t quite as bad as they seem. 

For when one gets right down to the root 
of the trouble, the weather man can take the 
blame for a large majority of the ills which be¬ 
set Havre de Grace and Pimlico. Of course op¬ 
position from Garden State Park in New Jersey 
did not help the situation any, but had the 
weather taken a more kindly turn, Maryland’s 
sport would have held up in much better fashion 
than it did. 

Just to give a rough idea of what the man¬ 
agements of the two tracks had to put up with, 
Havre de Grace ran 14 days and on only four 
of these was the track fast. At Pimlico, the 
stretch of the meeting was a dozen days and 
on only three was the track listed as fast. Thus 
for the two meetings 19 of the 26 days brought 
off tracks, or 73 per cent of the time. It was only 
natural that this reduced the fields in quality and 
quantity and cut deeply into the normal trend 
of betting. And the fact that the races did not 
fill in their accustomed manner, plus the rain, 
kept hundreds from the tracks. 

Pimlico’s final figures showed attendance of 
181,655 for a daily average of 15,138. A year 
ago, the total was 220,158 for a daily mark of 
18,342. In the wagering the 1948 total was 
$10,730,371, an average of $894,198. Last 
season for the same span the betting reached 
$14,208,497 and the daily average was $1,184,- 
041. 

At Havre de Grace, the final figures showed 
attendance of 124,565 for 14 days, a daily aver¬ 
age of 8,898 against a 1947 total of 140,797 for 
12 days or a daily mark of 11,733. In betting 
the 1948 amount was $9,219,776, thus averaging 
$658,555 per day against $11,149,290 in a dozen 
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days last spring, an average of $929,107. In 
percentage figures, the attendance at Pimlico was 
off 16 per cent and the betting 24. At Havre de 
Grace, attendance dropped 22 per cent and 
betting was down 29. 

From the standpoint of the State, which now 
shares to an even greater extent in the business 
of the tracks, the life-saver of the spring season 
was the Bowie meeting, where both attendance 
and wagering were slightly above the 1947 to¬ 
tals. Bowie, however, was blessed with excellent 
weather. 

Artistically, some of the stakes were much 
more successful than the meetings were finan¬ 
cially. Calumet Farm’s Citation, growing steadily 
in public estimation as one of the "greats” of 
our time, displayed his speed on three occasions 
in Maryland, the last time giving him a rather 
hollow triumph in the Preakness Stakes. None¬ 
theless the presence of Citation in the lineup of 
four for this $100,000 three-year-old fixture was 
sufficient lure to draw nearly 33,000 fans to the 
Maryland Jockey Club plant. 

Pimlico’s Dixie also was a race of rare dis¬ 
tinction in that it brought out half a dozen 
horses with earnings of $200,000 or more and 
the group included Stymie, the top money win¬ 
ner of them all. True, Stymie finished second 
behind Calumet Farm’s Fervent, but the race 
proved once again that Maryland s time-honored 
fixtures are attractive to the top horses and that 
owners and trainers like to win them. 

Maryland owners and trainers fared well dur¬ 
ing the 12-day Pimlico span and Maryland-bred 
horses won more races than has been the case 
on numerous past occasions. First of the stakes 
at Pimlico, the Spring Handicap, fell to Sham¬ 
rock Stable’s Little Harp and the next day, it 
was Bomar Stable’s Piet who accounted for the 
Ral Parr Stakes. Ginargie, owned by S. H. Rog¬ 
ers, a regular patron of Maryland racing, won 
the Carroll Handicap, for the first stakes score 
among home owners. 
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Mrs. R. H. Heighe, prominent Maryland 
owner and breeder of Bel Air, furnished the vic¬ 
tor in the Pimlico Breeders Stakes when Indus 
was succesful and this was more than ordinarily 
cheering news since Mrs. Heighe was on hand 
for the first time in weeks, having been confined 
to her home by illness. 

Fervent’s Dixie triumph has already been 
mentioned and then to start the second week, 
the Maryland-bred Bovard carried the silks of 
S. W. Labrot, Jr., of New Orleans and Annapolis, 
to an easy victory in the Survivor Stakes. Na¬ 
thaniel, another Maryland-bred and a son of 
* Challenger II but owned by the Lazy F Ranch, 
was first home in the Jennings Handicap, while 
the Gittings Handicap went to Service Pilot, 
from the Christiana Stable. 

Another Maryland-bred registered an im¬ 
portant triumph when Scattered won the Pim¬ 
lico Oaks on the day prior to the Preakness. 
This 3-year-old filly by Whirlaway out of Im- 
peratrice, was bred and raised at Stadacona Farm 
by Mrs. C. W. Williams for the late W. H. 
LaBoyteaux, but carried the King Ranch colors 
as she whipped eight rivals in the Oaks. 

The two steeplechase stakes, the Jervis Spen¬ 
cer and the Spring Maiden, fell to Bayard 
Sharp’s Lieut. Well and Mrs. E. duPont Weir’s 
Maryland-bred Darjeeling respectively. It may 
be well to mention at this time that the jumping 
sport at Pimlico this spring was a vast improve¬ 
ment over what has been offered in Maryland 
in recent seasons. The Racing Commission and 
the group of owners and trainers who have 
steeplechase horses are all to be congratulated 
upon the improvement. It was the Racing Com¬ 
mission’s new rule and the cooperation shown 
by the owners and trainers, which brought the

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pleasant change about. 

Steeplechasers must*go through a test now 
before being permitted to run—that is unless 
they have already proven themselves capable at 
the infield sport, l^is checking and testing sys¬ 
tem eliminated a lot of horses which might 
otherwise have cluttered up the fields and then 
created unpleasant situations during the running 
through their inability to jump or to keep up. 
As it was, most of the races were cleanly run 
with the great majority of entrants finishing. 
There were no serious injuries and only one or 
two spills which might even be called "bad.” 

Most of the horses which performed during 
the spring season in the State now wiU furnish 
the competition at Garden State, Delaware Park 
and Monmouth Park during the next month 
with many of them returning to Maryland in 
July for the 11-day meeting which Havre de 
Grace will stage from July 6 through July 17. 

Annual Meeting of M. H. B. A. 

Members of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ As¬ 
sociation, plus a dozen or more guests from out- 
of-state, sat down to dinner and their tw^entieth 
annual meeting in the dining-room of the old 
clubhouse at Pimlico on May 12. Although 
Robert J. Kleberg, master of King Ranch, could 
not be on hand to make the principal address, as 
hoped, the two hundred-odd diners listened at¬ 
tentively to reports on the Association’s status 
and accomplishments, voted a new board of 
directors, and saw a movie preview. 

President Henry L. Straus officiated. G. L. 
Stryker, secretary and treasurer, announced 
financial assets of close to $10,000, despite the 
fact the Association is, he said, "slightly in the 
red’’ for the current year. Mrs. Robert H. 
Heighe’s report stated that the Maryland-bred 
bonus payments had distributed about $36,000 
and thanked the various racetrack managements 
for their cooperation on the job of keeping track 
of these payments due. Humphrey Finney, Field 
Secretary, described the past year’s achievements, 
mentioning extremely satisfactory relationships 
with the tracks and the State Fair Board and the 
plan to allot larger funds, this September, to pony 
events at Timonium. He stated the Association 
had supervised the shipping of fifteen carloads 
of mares into and out of the state, for breeding 
purposes, during the year. 

At the conclusion of the dinner, served by the 
Stevens Company and supplied in the main by 
the Mar}dand Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ group 
—which donated vast quantities of first-quality 
beef for the occasion—Racing Commissioner 
Stuart S. Janney spoke briefly of the Commis- 
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sion s efforts and aims. Members then sat back 
while a movie screen and projector was set up by 
photographer Bernard Livingston, who for al¬ 
most a year has been preparing a movie of horse 
activities throughout Maryland, for the Associa¬ 
tion. 

This picture, when completed, edited, and 
with its sound track narration added, will be 
available for any interested groups to show, both 
in Maryland and, through the Thoroughbred 
Racing Association and Horse and Mule Associa¬ 
tions in other states, and is planned as a good 
and enjoyable bit of propaganda for 4-H Clubs, 
Grange meetings, youth, school and farm groups 
of all sorts. It is in color, and shows lively scenes 
of raising, training, schooling and racing 
Thoroughbreds and hunters, as well as farming 
with heavy-horse teams, the use of ponies for 
pleasure and showing, trotters, saddle-horses, and 
other breeds. It concludes with unusual shots 
of the annual Chincoteague pony round-up 
across the border in Virginia. 

Breeder-owner members having marked their 
ballots, these were sorted out and the coming 
season’s officials announced. Mr. Straus will con¬ 
tinue to serve as president, John Pons and Danny 
Shea were elected first and second vice-presi¬ 
dents, and Major Stryker secretary-treasurer, 
with H. S. Finney continuing as field secretary.

Yearling Show and "Back Again" 

A total of sixty-seven yearling Thoroughbreds 
foaled in Maryland, were entered in the 1948 
Yearling Show, held on the lawn at Pimlico dur¬ 
ing the wet morning of May 12, with Alex B. 
Gordon, of Lexington, Ky., in the ring as judge. 
The increasing quality of Maryland sires was 
pleasantly evidenced by the fact that in the two 
events for animals foaled in Maryland but whose 
dams were covered in other states, there was a 
total of only ten entries, while better than three¬ 
score hopefuls represented Maryland sires. How¬ 
ever, owing to the many scratches, only thirty- 
eight, in all, appeared. 

Forty different breeders were represented— 
ten more than last year—and three came from 
Pennsylvania, one from Washington, D. C. The 
show was a trifle spoiled by the early morning’s 
rainfall, which slicked the grass enough to cause 
a few brash young horses to lose their footing, 
but none were injured.

For the benefit of the uninitiated it should be 
pointed out that the Judge at the Yearling Show 
does not necessarily solely abide by the accepted 
standards of conformation and complete freedom 
from any minor unsoundness in making deci¬ 
sions. In the Pimlico show the judge is asked to 
select the horse which he considers most likely 
to win races, and, with most trainers and good 
judges of racehorses in embryo, that often means 
selection by intuition. It is the intangible factor 
of the heart, and will to win that makes race 
horses, and this factor is not by any means 
limited to the Thoroughbred with no physical 
defects. As in the human element, it is often the 
individual with a physical handicap who ^r- 
mounts obstacles and accomplishes most. Did 
not Assault always run with a so-called club 

foot”.^ . , , 

For the first time since 1938, a filly bested the 
colts to draw down the championship. Mrs. 
Emma Downs’ racy brown daughter of ^Piping 
Rock and Wes, by Mad Hatter, was pinned above 
A. G. Vanderbilt’s son of Discovery and * Buk¬ 
hara II, by *Bahram, a big-bodied dark gray. 
Both were the get of Maryland stallions though 
* Piping Rock was sold to Virginia last year. 

That afternoon on the Pimlico course, eight 
of the horses exhibited in the 1947 Yearling 
Show raced in ’The Back-Again,” a four-and-a- 
half-furlong event. Mrs. R. H. Heighe s bay fil y, 
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Indus, also a daughter of * Piping Rock, won 
going away, just to show that beauty isn’t every¬ 
thing. Indus did not get a look at any of last 
year’s ribbons in the show, and Holly Beach’s 
Barolo, which ran second in the "Back-Again,” 
had only been a fifth-prize winner in 1947. The 
four leading 1947 prize-winners, however, were 
not entered in this season’s race due to training 
mishaps, so it remains an open question whether 
"handsome is as handsome does.”

Palmer on Pimlico 

By Joe H. Palmer 

Bad weather hampered the Pimlico meeting, 
though it was fortunate to get two of its bright¬ 
est days on the two Saturdays. But probably 
Garden State Park hampered it still more, the 
Camden meeting having been shunted into the 
spring as one result of the attempt to cram more 
days into the New Jersey season than actually 
are there. 

This same situation exists in Florida, and in 
both states the state government has said, in 
effect, "Never mind who got here first. Never 
mind who took the risks in pioneering racing. 
Never mind anything, except money. Set up the 
schedule to produce the maximum revenue for 
the state.” It would be interesting to see this 
line of thought pursued in other sports or, if you 
think of racing as a business, in other businesses. 

However, it is more interesting to consider 
racing than legislators, because racing is con¬ 
siderably more honest and, we cheerfully admit, 
it lasts longer. The daily average at Pimlico was 
down about $200,000, or nearly 20 per cent. 
That is a heavier rate of decline than has been 
usual—Jamaica was down about $200,000 a day 
too, but that was only 10 per cent—so presum¬ 
ably the diversion of Philadelphia patrons was 
the chief reason. 

Of the ten flat race stakes run during the Pim¬ 
lico meeting, four went to Maryland-bred horses, 
though one ought to be counted off because it 
had to go to a Maryland-bred. This was the 
Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes, a sprint for 2-year-old 
fillies bred in Maryland. It was won by the * Pip¬ 
ing Rock filly Indus, bred and owned by Mrs. 
R. H. Heighe, whose Prospect Hill Stud is at 
Bel Air. * Piping Rock, which was sold at auc¬ 
tion last summer for $81,500, had previously had 
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Lazy F Ranch's Maryland-bred winner of the 
Jennings Handicap, NATHANIEL, by 
^Challenger II — Alexandrine.

a crack 2-year-old filly in Pipette, still racing 
but without her earlier zip. 

Of the others, the most important was Scat¬ 
tered, which won the Pimlico Oaks for King 
Ranch. For the first half-mile it looked like she 
wouldn*t get much, for arren Mehrtens had 
her in sixth place, with the best contenders, Itsa- 
bet and Lea Lark, well ahead. Everybody was 
staying out from the rail, on the theory that the 
track was deeper there, but when Scattered 
started through on the rail it looked like she 
might have been running on cardboard. She 
took the lead in a sixteenth, and drew out like 
Assault, winning by ten. It gave King Ranch 
two straight, for But Why Not won the race 
last year, in about the same style. Scattered is 
by Whirlaway from the first-flight stakes mare 
Imperatrice. She was foaled and raised to a 
yearling at Stadacona Farm, near Glyndon. At 
the Saratoga Sales she went to King Ranch for 
a consideration of $23,000, which she has now 
won back. 

Bovard, from the Hackett’s Point Farm of 
Sylvester Labrot, recently sold to his brother 
William, won the Survivor Stakes, which may 
have been a mistake since it caused him to be 
sent against Citation in the Preakness. But in 
Mount Marcy, which came out of the race with 
a bucked shin, and Vulcan's Forge, he beat rather 
good horses. He had won the Louisiana Derby 
earlier, also beating fairly good 3-year-olds in 
Shy Guy and Riverlane. In the Preakness he 
made a fair run around the last turn, but it 
finished him. Still, his take from the two races 
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at Pimlico was $16,555, so that J. J. Rowan, who 
is training the Labrot horses this year—Clay Sut- 
phin now has Glen Riddle—must have con¬ 
sidered it a successful meeting. 

Nathaniel, which won the Jennings Handicap, 
has always interested me, more than his ability 
would justify. He was technically bred by 
Adolphe Pons, but he was foaled and raised on 
the Monkton farm of J. F. Flanagan, a steward at 
Pimlico and elsewhere whose lease of the dam 
had not been officially recorded. The colt, by 
♦Challenger II-Alexandrine, had to be raised on 
a bottle, because his dam had no milk, and Na¬ 
thaniel’s foster mother was a Negro groom 
named Henry Griffin. When it came time to 
name him, Flanagan offered to name the colt 
for the groom. Griffin was pleased, said to name 
the colt Nathaniel. This brought on a double 
take, but it turned out that his name was Henry 
Nathaniel Griffin, and he liked the middle name 
and wanted the colt to have it, which he did. 

Nathaniel, which went into the ownership of 
the Lazy F. Ranch of Mrs. William S. Farrish 
and her daughter, Mrs. Edward H. Gerry, won 
the Maryland Futurity at two and placed in other 
stakes, and he won the Heiser Handicap at 
three last year. So he’s won three stakes, all at 
Pimlico. In the Jennings, he barely caught Little 
Harp, which had beaten him a week earlier. 

There wasn’t much to say about the Preakness, 
except that Citation won it and that the three 
others finished after a while. Calumet started 
five horses in stakes during the meeting—four 
stakes were involved—and got a chunk of each 
of them. Altogether the take was $114,940. The 
stable had six starters in overnight races (one 
started twice), and got only one win and $3,825 
in this department. The winner was In the Pink, 
another of those Bull Leas. 

Faultless, the only Calumet stakes starter not 
to win anything at Pimlico, promptly made 
amends by winning the Gallant Fox at Jamaica. 
He and Fervent, between them—and this is 
meant literally—barely beat out Maryland’s great 
mare Gallorette. 

The best Maryland score at Jamaica came in 
the Interborough, when Miss Disco and Kitchen 
Police, both bred by Alfred Vanderbilt but now 
in other stables, were first and third. Chief suc¬ 
cess for Vanderbilt-at-Vanderbilt was that of the 
Argentine-bred *Halconero. He won nicely at 
a mile and an eighth on May 12, but apparently 
considered his duty done, for he finished last in 
the Gallant Fox. Just ahead of him was ♦Miss 
Grillo, with which he duelled for last fall s dis¬ 
tance stakes at Pimlico (win one, lose one), so 
maybe it was just not South America’s day.

Laurel Trotting Meet 

With more than five hundred stall applica¬ 
tions on file a month prior to its opening date, 
the new half-million-dollar night raceway ex¬ 
pects to inaugurate trotting racing at Laurel on 
June 21, as planned. Richard H. Hutchison, Jr., 
president of the Laurel Harness Racing Associa¬ 
tion, predicts that "though we have our fingers 
crossed, we should open right on schedule.” 

All material, he reports, is on hand, and de¬ 
spite weather delays building is going ahead 
rapidly. The all-steel grandstand, which will seat 
between 3,500 and 4,000 spectators, is now un¬ 
der construction. Stalls for three hundred horses 
have been completed—the maximum the build¬ 
ers expect to put in for this season—and the 
Standardbreds will probably begin arriving soon 
after June 1. Track kitchens, showers, sleeping- 
quarters and other facilities will also be finished 
shortly, but the erection of a clubhouse will have 
to wait until later in the year. Electric equip¬ 
ment, the tote-board, and parking space for 3,000 
cars will be ready for the first cash customers. 

J. F. Coates, Track Superintendent at Goshen, 
N. Y., and an expert on track construction, has 
been at Laurel in recent weeks to oversee the 
grading and surfacing of the racing strip, and he 
declares it within a few days of being ready for 
use. Other track officials have been selected, and 
will be announced as soon as approval of their 
names is given by the State Racing Commission. 

Trotters and pacers, says Mr. Hutchison, are 
expected from "stables all over,” with some 
horses from as far away as Massachusetts, Maine, 
and the Carolinas due to show their form over 
the new course. The card will consist of eight 
races each night during the twenty-day meeting, 
which runs from June 21 through July 19. 

A 51,000 trot and a $1,000 pace have been 
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scheduled each week, and in addition there will 
be two races each for purses of $400, $500, $600 
and S700. The total purse distribution will run 
above $90,000, a sizable sum for a meeting as 
long as this one. The starting-gate will be a new 
one of the Cadillac type. 

Appointment of Edwin T. Keller, well-known 
Norway, Maine, harness official, as racing secre¬ 
tary was announced in May. 

Keller, who has had thirty-one years of offi¬ 
cial connection with the sport, arrived on the 
scene promptly and lost little time in arranging 
for distribution of stable applications. He has 
been racing secretary and manager of outstand¬ 
ing trotting meets and has officiated at Buffalo 
Raceway, Hamburg, N. Y.; Northville Downs, 
Detroit; Grand Circuit in Old Orchard Beach, 
Maine; Cleveland, O., Lexington, Ky., and in 
various parts of Canada. Among his other 
achievements the new Laurel Raceway official 
was the starter of the 1940 Hambletonian at 
Goshen, won by Spencer Scott, with Fred Egan 
as the driver. 

Mr. Hutchison revealed that the steel lighting 
poles have been at the track for several weeks 
and a lighting system second to none in the 
country has been promised harness fans when 
the big time meet gets under way, he said. Also 
in its final stages was the 64-stall paddock as well 
as the administration office building. 

Although the trotting at Saratoga, N. Y., opens 
on the same date, and considerable competition 
abounds at that season in Illinois and other west¬ 
ern states, the Laurel officials point to the list 
of stall requests as ample proof that they may 
anticipate a satisfactory inaugural. Richard 
Hutchison, Sr., is vice-president of the Associa¬ 
tion, Lawrence B. Sheppard is a director, and C. 
Thomas Clagett, Jr., is secretary-treasurer.

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Stymie Manor

When Stymie’s racing days are over, he will 
probably join the ranks of Thoroughbred stal¬ 
lions standing in Maryland. He is slated to stand 
at Stymie Manor, the breeding farm at Sparks, 
owned by Hirsch Jacobs and Isadore Bieber. 

Stymie, the world’s leading money winner 
with $844,760, spent the winter at Jack Skin¬ 
ner’s farm at Middleburg, Virginia. So far this 
year he has won the Metropolitan and finished 
second in the Dixie. It is a foregone conclusion 
that the son of Equestrian-Stop Watch will have 
a full book when he is retired. 

Stymie Manor, formerly known as Cannaday 
Farm, was owned for several years by the late 
H. L. Salsbury, and managed by G. Harry Can¬ 
naday. A number of the Bieber-Jacobs horses 
w’ere stabled there then. 

The farm spreads over two hundred and eighty 
acres of rolling country and the pastures are 
well supplied with water from spring-fed 
streams. There is an old house on the place that 
is to be renovated and made into living quarters 
for the farm and stable help. There are four, 
large white barns, freshly painted. Three are on 
one side of the highway that divides the farm and 


one on the other. 

Inside, the broodmare barn is painted green 
and white. The paint used, incidentally, is of the 
new fire-proof type. Another barn is unusually 
' finished. Instead of the conventional paint or 
whitewash, the wood is left in a natural state and 
simply varnished, giving it more the appearance 
of a club or den than a stable. This building is 
of considerable size and houses the stallions 
*Confiado, Sir Lancelot, and the pensioner Ac¬ 
tion, as well as the yearlings, horses in training, 
and a few barren mares. 

On the hill, a little to the left of these barns, 
is an open stable which will shelter yearlings 
now in Kentucky. They will be moved to Mary¬ 
land during the summer. 

Altogether there are more than one hundred 
horses in the Jacobs-Bieber menap. Besides 
those at Stymie Manor, there are broodmares, 
foals and yearlings in Kentucky and Virginia as 
well as the racing stable in New York. 

The farm was taken over by Mr. Bieber and 
Mr Jacobs a little over a year ago shortly be¬ 
fore Mr. Salsbury died. It is managed by Hirsch s 

brother, Harry Jacobs. . 

No amount of trouble or expense is spar^ in 
Betting the finest obtainable for the horses Only 
the best in horse foods are used. Some hay is 
grown on the farm, but most of it is gotten else¬ 
where. 
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The pastures are treated with lime and fer¬ 
tilizer on alternate years. This year fertilizer is 
being applied. Steers are used to keep the grass 
down and to refurbish the soil. 

*Confiado is an Argentina-bred horse by Alan 
Breck-Cabrilla. He is a stocky type and heavily • 
muscled. He has an exceptionally long head with 
ears set on well forward. He stamps his get 
very decidedly with these characteristics. The 
three-year-old, Gary Leslie, by *Confiado-Mara- 
sun won recently in New York. 

Sir Lancelot is an entirely different type. He 
is a tall, rangy horse and bears the stamp of the 
Thoroughbred. This son of *Sir Gallahad III- 
Helvetia has sired but a few foals to date, but 
all have given a good account of themselves. 
Greek Hero, a four-year-old son of Sir Larice- 
lot-Salamis has won his last four starts. 

Many will remember Action as a good stakes 
winner during the thirties and one of the best 
horses Hirsch Jacobs ever trained up until the 
time he started conditioning Stymie. The son 
of Olambala-Violet Play is now nineteen and a 
pensioner. He sired a high percentage of win¬ 
ners during his career at stud and one of his 
daughters, Pheecia, out of Pegotty Ann, by 
*Pharamond II is now a member of the brood¬ 
mare band at Stymie Manor. 

The band of matrons is a classy one with the 
mares being either stakes winners themselves or 
coming from stakes-winning families. Included 
in the list are Sing Lo, On Tap, Bertie S., Moon* 
Maiden, Lucky Aunt, Pheecia, Terse, Ally Bal, 
Service Ribbon, Hill Blond, Mon’s Meg, Linda 
B., and Best Dress. 

There are four yearlings at Stymie Manor at 
the present time and all are by Sir Lancelot. Two 
are fillies from Ally Bal and Hill Blond while 
the other two are colts from Sing Lo and Ser¬ 
vice Ribbon. 

These youngsters, plus the other yearlings 
that will come up from Kentucky later, will be 
broken to saddle and bridle here. The remain¬ 
der of their education will be completed at the 
track. 

Among the new foals there are an equal num¬ 
ber of colts and fillies. They are:

Because Hirsch Jacobs liked her pedigree, 
Mon’s Meg was never raced but was kept entirely 
for breeding purposes. This is her first foal. The 
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mare On Tap was bought out of the LaBoyteaux 
sale last year purely for sentimental reasons. 
Jacobs trained her as a three-year-old. 

Besides the breeding stock at Stymie Manor, 
there are also the older horses Tight Shoes, Jo 
Stafford, Ayah’s Boy, Haile, and the jumpers 
Frederick and Nayr. Tight Shoes, incidentally, 
is the first foal of the mare Angelic, which for¬ 
merly belonged to the late Damon Runyon. An¬ 
gelic is now sixteen years old and is among the 
Bieber-Jacobs horses in Kentucky. She is by lO' 
finite-Rhea, by Uncle.

Saturday, July 17—Havre de Grace Handicap, 
3 & up, IVg miles, $15,000 added and Havre de 
Grace Breeders Stakes, 2-year-olds (foaled in 
Maryland), 4V2 furlongs, $5,000 added. 

In releasing the stakes list for the meeting, 
McLennan also announced that all of the stakes

would close on Tuesday, June 15. With this 
date just three weeks prior to the opening of 
the meeting, it is expected that a large majority 
of the nominees to the various stakes will ac¬ 
tually be available for their running. 

Whereas no two-year-old stakes were offered , 
during the spring meeting April 12-May 1, two 
such events are listed during the coming July 
session, the Breeders’ Stakes giving home-bred 
juveniles a rich opportunity while the Eastern 
Shore provides an open race for horses in this 
division.

Robert S. Castle 

Though not closely connected with racing for 
some years past, Robert Stanley Castle, of Balti¬ 
more, who died early in May, can be said to have 
had an important place in Maryland’s Thorough¬ 
bred breeding picture for a number of years. 
"Bob” Castle, as he was known, was a former 
advertising man, an executive in the Mont¬ 
gomery Ward company in Chicago. In the course 
of his business he became acquainted with an¬ 
other top advertising man in W^illiam L. Brann. 
The pair formed a partnership in the late 
twenties, purchasing the great sire * Challenger 
II as a three-year-old in England in 1930. 

Training accidents cut short the racing career 
of the son of Swynford, who was installed at 
the farm now known as Glade Valley, but then 
called Branncastle, after its owners. For half-a- 
dozen years or so Castle managed the farm, where 
he made his home, and where so many of Mary_- 
land’s best racehorses have been raised. In 1937 
the partners split up their racing and breeding 
interests, with Castle going into training and 
ownership in a small way, in which he continue 
until war became imminent. Castles organiza¬ 
tional abilities were put to good use through the 
war years, when occupied a high position in 
Baltimore’s O.P.A. and rationing set-up. Having 
suffered from ill health for many years Mr. 
Castle was 59 years old at the time of his death. 
He is survived by his widow and one son.

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C & O Canal Parkway 

The proposed parkway survey to be made by 
the Parks Service of the Department of the 
Interior of the possible recreational facilities of 
the Government-owned Chesapeake and Ohio 
Canal appears to be close at hand. The bill is 
virtually through the Senate, and will doubtless 
be approved by the President. Thus the Interior 
Department will be able to investigate, through 
contact with all recreationally minded groups 
who might be interested, the question of just 
what the people, who own the canal, want it 
used for. 

Meetings have been held in which representa¬ 
tives of horsemen’s groups have participated, as 
well as others interested, at Frederick, in Mont¬ 
gomery County, and in Washington, it is indi¬ 
cated that the project of including a bridle trail 
along the canal, wherever feasible, will meet with 
the approval of the planners. A statement from 
the Director of the Parks Service has been 
promised, and is momentarily expected. This 
statement is expected to clarify in people’s minds 
just what the Department hopes to do with the 
Canal.

"IN BUSINESS TO STAY"

With the last two Sundays in May bringing 
the season’s opening games, Maryland’s polo 
prospects are off to a healthy start, and the 
Tejans, father an son, who are fostering polo’s 
revival hereabouts express themselves as much 
encouraged.

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"I would rather take a grown horse, say five 
or six, even eight years old, and teach him polo, 
than start with a green youngster. An older horse 
has his feet under him better. Has more sense. 
Even so, it takes time to make a good pony. I 
don’t hurry them.”

Tejan. 

Agriculture Remount Service 

The long awaited statement from Clinton P. 
Anderson, Secretary of Agriculture, as to what 
is planned for the Remount Service, now that 
this branch of the Army has now been trans¬ 
ferred to Agriculture, has been received, via 
Wayne Dinsmore, Secretary of the Horse and 
Mule Association of America. While it is 
recognized that the plan is still somewhat nebu¬ 
lous, practical horsemen will strongly doubt the 
possibility of the new Remount’s being able to 
supply its stallion replacements solely from 
horses bred on the stations, as is . indicated by 
Mr. Anderson in the following statement. At 
the present, to a practical horseman, it would 
appear that revisions of the breeding plan would 
be in order before long, if it is to survive, or be 
of practical value. 

Says Mr. Anderson: 

The Army Remount Service which is trans¬ 
ferred from the Department of the Army to the 
Department of Agriculture under the provisions 
of an Act of Congress approved April 21, 1948 
will be known as the Agriculture Remount Ser¬ 
vice, and constitute a separate organizational unit 
within the Agricultural Research Administra¬ 
tion. The breeding program will be supervised 
by a small unit in Washington and will be car¬ 
ried on through the four field installations here¬ 
tofore maintained by the Department of the 
Army at Front Royal, Virginia; Fort Reno, Okla¬ 
homa; Fort Robinson, Nebraska; and Pomona, 
California. The area headquarters previously 
directing and supervising the assignment of stal¬ 
lions to eligible agents for breeding were reduced 
to four in number by the War Department in 
June, 1947 , and are now operated from the four 
breeding stations. 

It is proposed, initially at least, to follow a 
plan of operation similar to that followed by 
the Department of the Army. That is, all stal¬ 
lions presently available and those becoming 
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available from time to time, except for the few 
needed at the field stations, will be assigned to 
eligible agents located in the area served by each 
station. 

As rapidly as possible, the Service will de¬ 
velop and document a long range breeding pro¬ 
gram in order to assure the required degree of 
continuity in breeding operations. Each of the 
breeding stations will maintain a band of brood 
mares and stallions consistent with the size of 
the station and its facilities and in accordance 
with the needs of the area which it serves. 

It will be the aim to breed stallions which will 
be of such quality as to give reasonable assurance 
of the production of the kind and types of light 
horses which will meet the requirements of 
farmers, ranchers, and others in the area to be 
served by each stallion. This does not mean 
breeding research will be carried on, as reliance 
will be placed on the results of research con¬ 
ducted by the Bureau of Animal Industry and 
State agricultural experiment stations. Methods 
will be devised for testing the merits of stallions 
at an early age so that when used for breeding on 
the station or placed in the hands of agents for 
breeding, there may be some assurance as to the 
kind of progeny that will result. 

To the extent possible, all stallions used in the 
program will be foaled, raised, and trained at 
the breeding stations. Stallions will be purchased 
only as needed to provide new blood. The Agri¬ 
culture Remount Service will be directed toward 
the development of horses for utilitarian pur¬ 
poses on the farms and ranches of the country. 
No effort will be given to the production of 
horses for specific use for show purposes, for 
use in racing, or as polo ponies.
